The student filed a complaint with 
e umiversity Thursday but has not 
tiled charges in court. The complaint 
tates that the officer “physically 
1sbused and humiliated me and forced 
me to sign a form saying I couldn't sue 
the officer.” The student said, “the 
officer told me if I didn’t sign I would 
be taken to jail.”

The officer filed a disciplinary 
eport Friday against the student with 
Tim Comstock, the vice provost of 
student affairs. Comstock must wait 
unui the invesugation has taken place 
before taking action 


Crime prevention Officer Carl 
Perry said the Department of Public 
Safety has begun an investigation 
concerning the student’s complaint 
However, Perry declined to comment 
on the incident itself, stating that it is 
“administrative” policy not to discuss 
matters under investigation until the 
investigation is completed. The policy 
also prohibits the officer from com 
menting about the incident 

The student was driving east on 
College Town Drive around §:30 
p.m. Wednesday, after leaving the 
dirt parking lot, and planned to make 
a left turn onto the south end of 
campus. According to the student, the 
officer, who was directing traffic, 
signaled for the student to continue 
through the intersection and continue 
going east. The student indicated to 
the officer a desire to turn left 

The officer ignored the student, so 
the student turned night onto the dirt 
road and made a U-turn so that the 
student's car would be approaching 
the destination head-on 

“The officer walked over to my 
car and verbally abused me before 
grabbing me out of my car and 
putting both my arms high above my

Study Lists Good Points 
And Bad Points of CSUS

\ preliminary draft of the CSUS 
self-study for the 1985 accreditation 
visit has been completed 

The self-study is a 300-page 
document which analyzes the univer- 
sity and identifies areas which either 
need improvement or are particularly 
strong 

The committee, made up of fac- 
ulty, students and adminstration, feels 
confident that the accrediting team 
will find that CSUS's self-study 
constitutes “complete, accurate and 
honest disclosure,” and will be of 
great assistance to the accrediting 
team in its evaluation of the uni- 
versity 

The 1975 self-study candidly 
pointed out the weaknesses of the 
university at the time. The 1975 
accreditation team complimented the 
steering committee for its openness. 

The 1985 self-study states that 
CSUS has improved in the past 
decade, but there are problems and 
issues remaining that the university is 
eager to confront and resolve. 


Some of the stronger areas of the 
university include admissions and 
records, which the study claims ts 
doing, “a first-rate job.” Outstanding 
research is being conducted at the 
university, according to the study 
Faculty and students give high marks 
to the Library for the quality of its 
services. Financial management was 
found to be adequate. Communica- 
tion with prospective students and the 
general public appears to be effective 

One of the largest areas of im- 
provement needed is that of commun- 
ication between administration and 
faculty. There are several recommen- 
dations in the study pertaining to this 
area. Also recommended is a change 
in the general education pattern. It is 
suggested that a moratorium be 
placed on any new graduate pro- 
grams until the quality of the present 
ones has been ensured. The university 
also needs to improve its image with 
the Sacramento community, accord- 
ing to the study. 

Copies of the self-study are avail- 
able for reading in the academic 
senate office.

Learn To Learn 
At Skills Center

Walk into the CSUS learning skills center and you will 
probably walk out a better student 

The center provides students with a variety of 
educational assistance, Curriculum includes counselling in 
improving math and science skills, English language 
development, reading skills, memory development, 
general study habits, approaches to textbook study, and 
exam taking 

Phe study of these subjects is available in a number of 
forms. These include regular credit courses, workshops, 
individual and group tutoring, individual advising, 
self-instructional labs, and computer-based instructional 
systems. Help is also provided for students with reading 
and writing disabilities 

“I just finished the memory improvement workshop, 
and I found 1 very helpful,” said Betty Humphere, 20, a 
second-year psychology student. “The workshop gave me 
new techniques for improving my memory.” ’ 

Humphere went on to say she had signed up for 
additional workshops including note taking and exam 
taking 

Through the reading skills class one may cover areas of 
reading from speed and comprehension to textbook 
reading strategy and spelling improvements. Within the 
math program areas of study range from basic mathemat- 
ics to math skills for science and technology. 

Some workshops are single session, others are 
multi-session seminars, with groups meeting 13 times 
a semester 

Additional topics include stress management, time 
management, preparation for the writing proficiency 
exam and the CBEST, the California Basic Educational 
Skills Test 

“I'm going to be a teacher,” said Matt Benson, a third 
year student. “The center will help me pass the CBEST, 
and next semester I will be a tutor here and gain some 
counselling experience That should help me both in being 
a better teacher and in finding a job after | graduate.” 

The learning skills center opened in 1976, and between 
125 and 150 students took part in its programs. This 
semester | 300 - 1,400 students are enrolled in the programs 
offered for credit and another 300 to 400 participate on a 
non-credit basis. 

“We have come a long way in the last eight years,” said 
Joseph Aiello, director of the learning skills center. “Our 
programs are quite strong now. Currently, our biggest 
Problem is visibility. Not enough students know what we

Hornets Ensnare 
The Chico Wildcats

CHICO It was hard to tell 
which team had more fireworks 
Saturday night, CSUS or CSU Chico 
But then it really didn't matter 

While the Wildcats displayed 
their fireworks at their half-time 
homecoming show, the Hornets used 
their fireworks during the game 

CSUS rolled up over 500 yards 
for the second straight week while 
holding the hosts to 242 in a 29-15 
win 

Phe Hornets’ 27 first downs ted a 
school record set in 1982 and place- 
kicker Davey DeSilva’s three field 
goals in one game broke the old 
record of two set by several kickers 

The Hornets totaled 550 yards, 
which would have broken the school 
record in that category had they not 
piled up 595 last week against Hum- 
boldt State 

Quarterback Greg Knapp and 
Offensive Player of the Week Kevin 
Gatewood (seven catches, 88 vards) 
led the air corps to 290 yards, while 
Northern California Athletic Confer 
ence rushing leader Mark Schutz’ 154 
yards helped gain 260 on the ground 

Despite all the impressive statis- 
tics, CSUS head Coach Bob Mattos 
said “I think we have room for 
improvement. | think a major con- 
cern 1s that we should have scored 
more points with that much yardage.” 

Indeed, DeSilva’s kicking sup- 
plemented only three touchdowns, 
and another scoring opportunity went 
to waste as a missed field goal 
(DeSilva also missed an extra point) 

Besides that, Mattos had little to 
be upset about 

“This team has improved each 
week,” he said. “We've played pretty 
well the last four weeks. I think this is 
our best performance of the year and 
this 1s the type of improvement we 
have to have.” 

Mattos attributed his team’s suc- 
ces to his workhorses — the offensive 
line, and singled out 272 pound guard 
Frank Spino with having “the best 
game of his career. We've been 
getting solid play out of him, but 
Frank's unsung.” 

The line helped the Hornets to 
perhaps their most impressive statistic 
of the mght — time of possession, 44

conversion. DeSilva added a 23 
varder and Schutz %2 yards 

Knapp connected on six-of-11 
passes for 76 yards the second half to 
compliment Schutz’ 72 yards, 21 
coming on the last score of the game 

Meanwhile, the CSUS defense 
was holding the Wildcats to 132 
second-half yards 

Monti Meza, Mark Albert and 
linébacker Mark Nelson all picked off 
Craig Wallis passes and Defensive 
Player of the Week Tim Korte led a 
defensive line that recorded several 
sacks, all of which “came at times 
when they could have gotien back in 
the ball game,” Mattos said 

Jones ended with five catches for 
104 yards and Williams hauled in 
four for 80. Geno Nunes and Ken 
Woolfolk complimented Schutz’ 
running, gaining 66 and $7 yards 
respectively

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Victorian-Style Homes Age With Grace

Thev are scattered throughout 
downtown Sacramento. | hey stand 
tall and proud, and are the last of a 
dying breed. These rare creatures are 
Victorian homes. 

Alkali Flat, the name given to the 
secuon of town bound by 7th and 
12th Streets and B and G Sweets, is 
home to more than a dozen of these 
fine structures. Their rich heritage is 
plainly visible, but there is more to 
these homes than their obvious 
beauty. Many date back to the 1800s 
and have undergone numerous 
facelifts 

“If a home has been identified as 
being a historic landmark, it must be 
approved with the City Preservation 
Board before restoration begins,” said 
Richard Hastings, design review/- 
Preservation director with the Sacra- 
mento Planning Department. “This 
means the board will review and 
approve the architectural rehabilita- 
uon of the buildings (before restora- 
tion begins).” 

While many of these homes are 
occupied by their owners, others are 
used as business offices and some 
serve as a combination of both 
According to Steve Heimich, archi- 
tecture and preservation historian at 
the Sacramento History Center, 
“there is a large preservation move- 
ment which owners are participating 
in 


The purpose of this movement 
and the Sacramento Planning De- 
partment, with regard to Victorian 
homes, is to identify homes in the 
central city and preservation areas 
“This information is taken to the city 
counci! to adopt to retain architectu- 
ral flavor and character of the existing 
buildings,” said Hastings. Once the 
preservation of the homes has been 
established, the city council will be 
“sympathetic in regards to construc- 
tion of new buildings” in such areas 

Three homes in the Alkali Flat 
area are listed with the National 
Register as historic preservation 
landmarks. Home owners were in- 
strumental in establishing this status 

“The homeowners took the in- 
formation acquired by the Sacra- 
mento Redevelopment Department, 
filled out the forms and submitted 
them to the national register for 
approval,” said Hastings 

A few things common among 
downtown Sacramento's Victorian 
homes are the high porches, built to 
protect homes from the raging floods 
of the 1800s, the unusual chimneys 
and the beautiful stained glass win- 
dows with detailed craftsmanship 

Io enjoy the splendor of these 
homes, a book by the American 
Association of University Women, 
utled Vanishing Victorians, is availa- 
ble at the CSUS Library. It gives the 
reader a chance to enjoy self-guided 
walking, biking or driving tours 





Queen Anne Victorian

Hardly a day goes by that doesn’t invite artists and p/otographers to 


view one of Sacramento's most popular and historic landmarks — the 
Queen Anne Victorian home on the comer of 21st and T streets 

The house sits majestically amid hundreds of average-iooking homes in 
the downtown area and has charmed onlookers for more than 85 years 

It ts now owned by William and Alice Smith, but was built in the early 
1900s by Fred and Caroline Mason. It is four stones high with a distinctive 
turret on the nght side of the fourth floor — reminiscent of the castle turret 
from which Rapunzel let down her hair 

The landscaping and architecture of the century-old home are impecca- 
ble. The windows are still adorned with their original stained glass, which 
gives the house the elegance and style of anuquity. The Smiths have in- 
stalled concrete benches for bus riders who wait for Regional Transit out- 
side the home. 

The inside of the house has many idiosyncrasies such as a dumbwaiter, 
waste and laundry chutes, hide-away drawers and cupboards everywhere, 
and many doors. The Smiths add furniture and decorations as often as they 
can and have tned to match the furniture and decor as closely as possible to 
what it may have looked like in the early 1900s. 


The most impressive rooms in the house are the foyer and connecting 
parlor, which leads to the stairway that fit a string quartet in Victorian 
umes; the twin parlor room, which is furnished with reupholstered furniture 
and restored light fixtures, and the dining room

The Spiritual Explored In Studia Mystica

People have sought spiritual 
answers for centuries 

Their questions are usually similar 
in content if not context. “Why are 
we here?” “Where do we go after this 
life?” “Is there more than just this 
material existence?” 

Dr. Mary E. Giles, CSUS humani 
ties professor, has studied and taught 
extensively on the topic of mysticism 
Giles defines a mystic as “a person 
who is CONSCIOUS Of a Oneness with 
God/ universe. A mystic 1s recognized 
by a spirit of serenity, yoy and com, 
passion, and is a person with immeas- 
surable wisdom.” 

Sometimes a mystic 1s identifiable 
in Ordinary ways such as teaching or 
charitable works. Mother Theresa 
and Mahatma Gandhi are 20th cen 
tury mystics, according to Giles 

Not only has she studied and 
taught mysticism, Giles also publishes 
mystical literature. She edits a quar 
terly journal, Studia Mystica, which 
attracts an international audience. “Its 
Purpose is to explore and express the 
mystical experience through scholarly 
and artistic works,’ Giles said. Its

However, Giles does not stop 
here. In 1982 she published a book, 
The Feminist Mystic, which is a 


collection of essays on mysticism by 


women authors, including Giles 

She has also had the unique 
experience of translating a 16th 
century spiritual text from Spanish to 
English. It took six months to com- 
plete work on the thick volume titled 
The Third Sptritual Alphabet by 
Francisco de Osuna, a monk and 
priest 

The publication is part of a 60- 
volume series utled The Classics of 
Western Spirituality. “The purpose of 
the senes was to bring out mystical 
literature in modern readable transla- 
tions,” said Giles 

lhe series was encouraged in part 
by the introduction of Eastern reli- 
gions and their spiritual writings to 
Americans in the 1960s. At that time 
Western religions reviewed their own 
mystical heritage and found that they 
too had a rich source of spiritual 
writings that had not been widely 
disseminated 

Ten years ago Giles could find no 
texts for a Course she was teaching on 
Christian mysticism. Now that has 
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formed Sunday, Oct. 28 at the American 
Victorian Museum in Nevada City The 
4 p.m. concert features three Sacramento 
based artists.

Fruitful Search 


As winter approaches and the autumn winds blow in 
Sacramento, leaves fall from trees at the two-acre CSUS 
arboretum. For some of the trees, this could be their last winter. 


In the past, the university's Instructionally Related 
Activities (IRA) program supported the arboretum with a 
$4,000 annual grant, but this year the grant was eliminated. 
Many of the plants in the arboretum “can’t survive a year on 
their own” without special care, according to Biology Professor 
Michael Baad. Baad is now ona search for funds to support the 
arboretum. Hopefully, his search will be fruitful. 


Botany and geography students use the arboretum as a field 
laboratory. The area gives these students a first-hand chance to 
study trees and plants from around the world. Other students 
take evening strolls through the arboretum, or study at the 
picnic tables. 







The arboretum was etablished in 1960 with funds donated 
by philanthropist C.M. Goethe. Now, 24 years later, the 
university has cut the funds for maintenance of the arboretum. 
If support is not restored to the arboretum, the funds donated 
by Goethe will be wasted by an onslaught of weeds, and 
students will be deprived of the educational benefits which the 
arboretum provides.

Health Rights 


Recently, San Francisco officials have sought injunctions to 
close down 14 bathhouses, bookstores and sex clubs in the city. 







The main reason that this action took place was to stop the 
spread of AIDS, a disease that destroys the body’s ability to 
fight infections and generally affects homosexual men. 


Thousands of angered gays are crying out that their civil 
liberties are at stake. The closing of such businesses is most 
certainly a health, and definitely not a civil liberties issue. 


In a statement made by the civil rights and lesbian and gay 
community organization which said, “‘Medical decisions 
regarding public health and issues must be based on solid 
scientific evidence . . .” It’s obvious that the community wants 
some proof and statistics. Well here are the facts. 










In July 1981, 723 cases of AIDS were reported in San 
Francisco and there were 39 new cases reported this 
September. Eighteen AIDS patients died in September, the 
county health department said. 


Antibodies of the suspected AIDS virus have been found in 


40 to 50 percent of the gay male population studied in San 
Francisco. 













The closing of these clubs has nothing to do with altering an 
individuals civil liberties. It is being done in order to help stor 
the spread of the disease, which is increasing in San Francisco. 

While more than 2,500 patients have died nationally, 
according to the Center for Disease Control in Atlanta, the S.F. 
officials are only trying to stop the spread of disease and 
possible death, by closing down the bath houses. 


The gay community should sit back and examine what is 
actually going on and realize that this action is only a means of 
fostering better health, instead of viewing the situation as an 
attack on their human rights.
